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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments filed April 26, 2004 are persuasive to moot all of the 
rejections of record in the following manner. The reaction scheme explained beginning 
of page 6 of the response teaches that the claimed product must comprise a mixture of 
the individual esters claimed wherein each ester must contain two groups selected from 
R\ and R^, and the mixture must comprise esters wherein all of the three R groups 
are present, said mixture necessarily resulting from the process in which three different 
alcohols, namely R^OH, R^OH and R^OH, are reacted with sulfonyl chloride. The 
mixture must include at least two and up to six of the esters described in the scheme on 
page 6. This explanation discloses that formula 1 defines the mixture made by the 
process described in claim land accordingly the first and second paragraph rejections 
are withdrawn. 

The rejection based on Coffindaffer et al. are withdrawn because, as applicant 
has explained, the mixture of Coffindaffer is only one component of the mixture, not the 
mixture as claimed. 

The rejection based on Scalia are withdrawn due to applicant's remarks on page 
10 of the response that Scalia discloses only esters of the type S02(OR^)2 while 
applicant's mixture must additionally contain esters with OR^ and OR^ groups.
